How Coiloii is Picked iu the South. 


A prominent Georgia cotton planter, 
was seen the other evening airing him- 
self in the corridor of one of the up- 
tov/n hotels. 


"When docs cotton picking begin?" 
"Not till the latter part of July, but 
it is just the time that the crop is ma- 
turing that we need the best weather. 
After the 
cotton begins to ripen 
the 
picking goes forward without intermis- 
sion till the Christmas holidays, 
and 
sometimes later." 


"How is the picking done?" 
"Each hand is supplied with a big 
basket and a bag. 
The basket is left at 
the end of the cotton row, and the bag 
is suspended from the neck of the picker 
by a strap, and is used to hold the cot- 
ton as it is taken from the boll. 
AYhen 
the bag is full it is emptied into the 
basket, and the operation is repeated all 
day long." 


"How much cotton can a single hand 
pick in a day'i" 


"The average picker can make from 
250 to 3U0 pounds of seed cotton a day, 
but there are some colored people 
who 
have become so expert that they can go 
away beyond this amount. 
As they are 
only paid for what they pick there if 
some incentive to work as quickly as pos 
siblo. 
* 


"But it's not in the nature of a colored 
man to exert himself, even with a pros- 
pect of making higher wages, and 
the 
majority of them are fond of ^sojering.' 
It is no use trying to drive them, so the 
overseers let tUem do about as they 
please. 
So long as v/e get the 
crop 
gathered in time it docsn t make much 
diii'erence,"—New York World.

which occurred on Sunday, April lb, 
1H80, that is a very remarkable curiosity. 
The witness of one of the freaks of the 
great storm is a black qutirt bottle, bent 
I^y some mysterious force into an ellipse 
v/ithout a crack or break in the glass 
that the closest scrutiny can discover. 
The neck of the bottle actually touches 
the edge of the bottom, and tho fact that 
the glass was not broken in any way by 
the strajige force of the storm is shown 
by the test of its holding water or any 
other jluid. 
By gradually 
turning tlie 
bottle as the water is poured in, it can be 
nearly filled to its full capacity, so as to 
show the perfect Eoundness of the mate- 
rial, 
This bottle was found by Mr. Wil- 
son the day after the JMarshlield disaster 
and examined by Prof, Tice, who soon 
came to the scene of destruction to study 
the phenomena of the cyclone from a 
scientilic standpoint. 
The famous mete- 
orologist attributed the bending of tho 
bottle to the force of electricity.

A few months a'^o at CoChitc, on the 
American side of the Ilio Grande, Rtiyn a 
Fort Davis Ci'exas) letter to the iXew 
York Timci^^ Amanda Ohavez discoveied 
the ruins of an extensive citv, tho exist- 
enee of which liad never i)een susjiectod 
before. 
The place wlmre this hidden 
city lies has hitherto had the i^encral a])- 
pearauce of a hw^o Gwell or rise in tlie 
prairie, a perfect desert in outward ap- 
pearance, for it contained no herb, no 
root, no plant, no verdure of any kind, 
nothinp; 
save a waste 
of sand alkali 
and dirt, across which living creatures 
hesitated to travel unless forced to do so. 
Beneath this pile of desolation lay the 
ruins of an ancient city, probably 
Toltec 
in oriinn. 


It is not hard to imagine how the old 
city became buried. 
Mr. Chavez tells us 
how he chanced to stumble across it soon 
after a waterspout and a gals of wind un- 
covered the ruins to view. 
Here in tlie 
far Southwest, where rains are few and 
strong winds frequent, the surfacc of the 
country, which by ages of drought and 
disintegrating 
processes 
has 
become 
•crumbled and loose, is picked up and car- 
ried about from place to place by almost 
any wind that blows. 
Very often these 
whirligig storms develop into miniature 
cyclones, and sometimes they grow 
so 
large and on such a grand scale that their 
power and destructiveness are almost be- 
yond belief, 
Sweeping 


across the coun- 
try with not so much velocity as a genuine 
cyclone, they pick up and carry 
along 
rocks, dirt, stone, trees, sand, and what 
not, smashing everything they encounter 
and spreading ruin in their path. 
They 
have a habit when reaching a soft, yield*^- 
ingsurface of boring down and sucking 
up or scooping out the sand, leaving the 
hollow spot barren and clean as far down 
as bed rock, and this hollow or hole looks 
for all the world as if some gigantic auger 
had been employed in doing the work. 
Hence they are called ''sand augers." So 
dense is the mass of sand gathered up hy 
this curious phenomenon of nature that the 
column, whirling 
about 
with friglitful 
ra])idity, actually reaches the clouds, and 
joins with the latter in forming a funnel 
i'rom the earth to the sky. 


The first indication of a sand auger 
-would be the formation here and there of 
little whirligigs of dusty wind, picking 
up little bits of straw, leaves and other 
rubbish, 
and Avaltzing about 
hclter- 
-fikelter with them from place to ])lace. 
In this valley, from where I am writing, 
one can see almost any day a dozen or 
more of the little funnels, looking like 
tall, slender ])ii)es of smoke, 
dancing 
over the prairie in every direction. 
One 
or two of them sometimes meet and join 
forces, but when a dozen or twenty come 
together and happen at the same time to 
.strike a heavy, low-hanging cloud full of 
Avind and vapor, theu the chances are 
that a genuine sand augur of the iirst 
magnitude will be generated. 
Although 
formed or created by a succession of 
. small whirlwinds, pand augurs break up 
very (juickly, collapsing so suddenly that 
the lieavens for a time are a mass of Jiying, 
falling sand. 
Anything below is simijly 
• swamped out of existence. 


Such, no doubt, was the fate of the 
city recently unearthed by Mr. Chavez» 
A sand augur possibly jnade tlie iir.st de- 
posit, and then the continuous acciuuu- 
latJous of windshades and the like piled 
uj) the sand and other detritus until the 
whole was converted into an extensive 
, mound. 
The uncovering of the ruins 
was accomplished by a severe rainstonn, 
which ])rovcd to be a genuine 
chmd 
burst. 
This, sweeping down upon the 
sandy mound with terriiie force, washed 
away one angle of the mound, disclos- 
ing some heavy stone M'alls which made 
the discovery possible. 
Mr. Chavez ob- 
tained a number of interesting relics. 
One skeleton hi^d three strands of beads 
around its neck, of turquois, jet, 
and 
bone respectivel}', also earrings of jet 
and turquois. 
The mummy's hair Avas 
brown, and some pieces of bright, orna- 
mented ])ottery v/ero near it. 
Arrow 
•heads, broken pottery, etc,, vrere scat- 
tered 
about. 
The skeleton was in a 
chamber of solid nuisonry, the stones 
iirmly cemented, and it may have been 
his tomb, within which he was sealed at 
the time of his death. 


One large building, with massive stone 
walls and a tower at each corner, was ex- 
posed by the cloud burst. 
This has the 
u])pearance of a citadel, the masoiiry 
being strong and secure, and in the 
centre is probably a water reservoir with 
aqueducts of stone streteliing away iu 
many directions, giving the idea tliat the 
building -was erected for the purpose of 
¿landing a siege. 
Some Pueblo Indians, 
questioned regarding the old city, say 
that its name was Guato, and that it 
nourished 
long before Cortez came to 
Mexico. 
Of course this is mere tradition 
and cannot be relied upon, 3'ot if it is of 
Toltec origin, tho probabilities are that 


it was ])Uilt aiiP«: ar^o, and pnsaibly ante- 
dates tho building of tlie fu-st Egyptian 
pyramid. 


In the Sail "River Vnlloy, which is now 
a dosRort, tho ruins of no less thair nine- 
teen burled cities have been found. 
Ex- 
cavations show that onco a mighty and 
])opulou3 poo]>lo inhabited the valley, and 
that tlicy cultivated vast fields of niniy-o, 
understood agriculturo thorouglily, 
and 
even carrird on irriii'ation to an extent that 
surpasses the best 
eiTorts of 
modern 
nations. 
Irrigating 
canals, built sub- 
ntantially, 
cut 
the country 
in 
every 
direction. 
The growth of maise indulged 
in by the^io extinct nations is something 
astonishing. 
Notwithstanding 
their 
inigating 
scliemes, 
they 
must 
have 
reasoned like Jose])h of old iu Egypt and 
laid by two or three years' su])plyiu case 
a famine should strike the land. 
Even 
novr the Zuni Indians kec]) stored away 
a three years' supply of grain, in order to 
counteract any emergency of drought or 
war. 


Another 
remarkable curiosity to 
be 
seen in this vicinity is a dazzling white 
lake situated in the gy])sum 
sands of 
Northwestern Texas. 
To be accurate the 
lake is situated in Donna Ana 
County, 
New Mexico, and was formed early last 
3])ring, from the copious rainfalls that 
visited this section. 
The place is a val- 
ley of ]nire white sand, about twenty- 
five miles long by six or seven broad, sit- 
uated in the hollow of some low lying 
hills or undulations, into which drains all 
the rainfall of the neighborhood. 
There 
arc no springs, lakes, rivers or streams of 
any kind near by. The lake covers about 
350 acres, is several feet deep, and al- 
though formed in the sand, yet the ac- 
tion of the water has converted the gyp- 
sum bottom into a snow-white 
mass, 
cemented so substantially and compactly 
that there is no way of the water esca]}- 
ing except by the slow process of evapo- 
ration. 
Seen at midday when the sun is 
at its brightest, the human eye cannot 
sustain for even a few seconds the brill- 
iant and blinding glare from this won- 
derful formation 
of nature. 
Even 
iu 
dead of summer, when there is no moisture 
whatever 
in the place, it is a terrible 
thing for human creatures to attempt a 
passage througli this gypsum valley. The 
heat is intolei-able and the refraction so 
terriflic i that it is painful and even dan- 
gerous to experience it. 
Possibly in con- 
nection with the heavy rains of last sea- 
son a cloud burst or water spout may have 
played an importaub part in the forma- 
tion of this lake. 


Ages ago there lived in portions of 
Arizona and New Mexico a curious race 
of people who evidently could not trust 
their 
fe]Iow-}nen. 
Their liouses 
were 
susi)ended in the air, so to speak, built 
against dills and 
precipices, or 
were 
carved out of solid masonry in the side of 
precipitous hills, and so high that it was 
impossible to reach 
them 
except 
by 
means of ladders. 
The peojjlewho lived 
in these strange abodes kept flocks and 
herds, tilled the ground, and pursued ag- 
riculture generally, yet so careful were 
they of their own precious hides that the 


adamantine stone lie hero in the groafoiil 
profusion, millions of tons in sight, and 
no deiinite answer is there to the puzzle. 
In some oases the tl*oes arc of gigantic 
size, having a 
diameter of eighteen or 
twenty feet' at tho base and 
a height of 
more than 150 feet. 


Tho scenc reminds one of Sindbad's 
dream or Aladdin's cave. 
As far as the 
eye can reach pieces of chr^'soprase, carnc- 
lian, sard and chalccdony are scattered; 
bits of amethyst, jas])er, calcite, and agate 
glitter in the sunliglit, blazing with inde- 
scribable brilliancy, a:ud so thick on the 
ground that one can hardly step without 
placing .Ins foot on a gem of »»jnirest ray 
serene." 
This mineralized wood is scat- 
tered over more than two thousand acres 
of surfacc. 
Situated in a desert of lava 
and ashes, although, as remarked, millions 
of tons of the material areiu sight, yet all 
this mass must be a mere bagatelle to what 
is really concealed beneath the voloanic 
ruin 
which at one time swallowed tho 
wliole country in its deadly embrace. 
It 
is scarcely ])ossible to solve the mystery 
that surrounds the wonderful Chalcedony 
Park of Arizona. 
There is something in 
the soil that silicilies wood, for on the 
northern 
border of Aiizona, near the 
Colorado line, is a cabin, built some years 
ago by a mountain desj^erado, which ias 
since been converted into stoiu', prol)ably 
by the same petrifying action operated 
upon this as upon the Arizona forest.

In the homes of wealthy Turks, where 
hmp; diseases are almost unknov;n, every 
sitting-room and bed-room is often fur- 
nished with the heaviest woolen carpets, 
which are rarely removed oftener than 
once in three years. Dust, under those 
circumstanccs, can Iiardly be avoided, 
but of such impurities our respiratory 
organs seem able to rid themselves by a 
mere sifting ]>rocess, and the true lung- 
bane is, indeed, not dust, but the subtle 
poison of vitiated gases. The sanitai'y 
statistics of European cities ])rove that 
teamster work, and even street-sweeping,

evity. Still, in rooms where dxist is a])t 
to accumulate, movable rugs are, on tiie 
Avhole, preferable to large carpets,whicii, 
indeed, they have begun to supercede in 
the model parlors of many sanitary estab- 
lishments.—Felhv L .

FmnTS INJURED liv KLKAniTNG. 


Bleaching dried fruits has becomcr 
quite common, but no good reason can be 
given for the practice. They look whitei 
if bleached—so does the farmers' haj— 
hut the quality or natural fruit-ilr.vor is 
always injured by the process. 
It h 
done chiefly in evaporators, by addin^q 
sulphur or brimstone when the fruit is 
partly dried. The history of its origin 
is uncertain. Some one began it, and a? 
it pleased those commission dealers aiul 
cooks who prcfei' whiteness to quality, 
bleached fruit had a boom in price, and 
other evaporator owners felt obliged to 
follow. In some places there is already 
a reaction. 
The quality of the green fruit 
can be told pretty well if it is of the natu- 
ral color, but not if it is bleaclied. Eva- 
porated irmt is preferable to most sim oi 
slow clriul, as it is cleaner and, in dani[: 
weather, much less likely to injury in 
drying. In future, intelligent and ob- 
serving consumers will patronize evapora- 
tor owners who do not bleach their fruit.

"Wo all know how to talk, and tJicro 
is a certain quota of words put on tho 
tongue of every man just as the song is 
given to the canary bird or to tho 
robin. But boyond tho song those 
birds cannot go. And beyond tho 
natural speech, or tho worels wliich 
naturo gives to evorv one, tho illitorato 
human being cannot go. His vocabul- 
ary is limiteel until ho bocomo u 
student. Then it begins to widen, anj] 
there is no boundary lino to its pospi- 
bilities. Tho writer who imagines he 
can give additional om]diasÍH to a cnm- 
liositiou by tho tiso of largo words is 
greatly mistaken. The economy of tho 
roador'a attention is absorbed in under- 
Rtaneling and applying those big words, 
and there is little of the mental tmcrgy 
loft wiih M'hich to eligest tlio ith^a 
which the«o long words contain. The 
picture which is brought before his 
mental vision is therefore dim and tm- 
cortaiu. If tho writer would give more 
promineucG to the idea and less to tho 
verbal frame; in other words, if he 
would use sim]do language, which by 
contrast woulel bring out tho ieloa, ho 
woulel not only ocouomi'/o his reader's 
mental ene^rgy, but woulel beneñt liim- 
self by making Iiimself inoro easily un- 
derstood. Tho mind is not able to do 
more than one thing at a time anel do 
it well. It cannot elolve into tho mys- 
teries of a ma'jy-syllabled worel and 
comprehonel tho thought in a i)ropor 
manner at once. Does tho man say 
that he cannot write a hook oran article 
with little worels? The^n lio is vorv 
wrong. If ho knew how many little 
words arc in tho spoech of tho land he 
would not say that he cannot lincl tho'io 
small words. And it may bo said that 
those small words have more forco than 
tho big words, bo(»auso,tho soul of the 
tongue, or it would bo more flfc to fay 
speech, is to be found in the short 
woi 
els moro than in the long. In riiis 
all the mon who write on worels tMnk 
as one. Thov fed that tho vorv life of 
the thing is shown in the short word. 
There is no long M'orel that will take 
the placo of hxiz'A, sour, roar, sidash, 
acid, scra]ie, sough, whiz, bang, rough, 
smooth, keen, blunt, thin.
